The Duties Of Citizenship 


With daily newspapers in the west publishing talk on secession, the 
airing of charges that eastern provincial premiers are conspiring to make | 
the central government at Ottawa an annex of their provinces and the pro-! 
motion of innumerable social, political and economic cults and “isms” all| 
over the country, the outlook for Dominion unity and stability does not, 
on the face of it, appear very bright. 

Just how seriously these alarms and excursions should be regarded is 
somewhat difficult to diagnose and what they portend for the future of this) 
country and its people is not easy to decide, but if straws show which way | 
the wind is blowing, it would appear that the time is drawing nigh for a) 
spiritual renaissance if Canada is to maintain the solidarity on which it| 
was founded and the happiness and future welfare of her people are to be | 
assured. 

Generally speaking, the majority of the people of all parts of this Do- 
minion have expressed a desire, whenever they have been given an oppor-)| 
tunity of indicating their views at the polls and through their representatives | 
in Parliament and in the legislatures of the country, to maintain unimpaired | 
and undivided the heritages which have been handed down to them through | 
British history and handed on to them through the fathers of Confederation.

« Danger Signals Observed 

Sometimes, however, one is tempted to fear that there are signs 
of a weakening in the faith and courage which dominated the people of 
this country when it was first settled and which has enabled them to make 
progress despite the slings and arrows of misfortune and in the face of 
temporary setbacks and difficulties. 

If this is so, then, indeed, there is a need for reinvigorating of that 
spirit to which Sir Anthony Eden referred in his recent broadcast from New | 
York when he announced to this continent that the people of Great Britain, 
come what may, intend to stand firm on the rock of democracy and without | 
calling for outside aid. 


That there ware differences of opinion, even on questions of major 
policy, in > “ton is to be expected and even encouraged, 
for of such #* e of democracy; that such differences of opinion 
should be brought into the open and thoroughly debated is highly desirable, 
for that also is the sign manual of the democratic spirit, but once the great 
majority have spoken their mind, their decision should be respected and 
observed, at least until such time as minority doctrine may have become 
espoused by the greater number.. 

Th danger signals hang out, however, when too many people forget that 
democratic rule entails individual responsibility and that when there“is a 
trend for appreciable numbers to forget or ignore their obligations to the 
state the risk of the state becoming omnipotent is enhanced and that then 
the day is dawning when a minority group or an individual may seize the 
reins of government and impose a dictatorship. 

¥ * * oo 
Dangerous Impassivity 

It has been laid down as axiomatic that the people get the kind of 
government they deserve. It might be well said that sometimes people are 
better governed than they deserve, but such a condition could not last very 
long in a day and generation which witnesses a trend for minorities to! 
organize and work day arid night to press their objectives, if a substantial 
section of the general public remains indifferent to its communal duties. 

And there are signs of a dangerous trend in this direction when an in- 
creasing number of people refrain from exercising their franchise in na- 
tional, provincial and municipal elections. If people adopt a laissez faire 
attitude towards their own affairs they should not be surprised if their 
rights and privileges, including even those privileges of freedom of speech, | 
freedom of worship and freedom of assembly are snatched from them. The 
attitude of “let George do it,” if persisted in, will ultimately result in| 
George doing it and probably in a manner which will prove highly distaste- 
ful to the great majority. 

As suggested what is required for the preservation of a united democ- 
racy, which carries with it not only strength to face dangers from without, | 
but all those privileges which have been inherited and which should be 
cherished in view of the price that has been paid for them, is a rejuvenated 
sense of moral individudal obligation. 

This can be brought about by an educational program which should be 
waged not only among the rising generation in the schools and educational | 
institutions of the land, but also among adults who may have been lulled} 
into the false belief that they can ignore the duties of citizenship and still 
retain the privileges which have come to be taken for granted, even as the! 
air that is breathed and the water that is drunk, 

Along with the mechanics of “citizenship”, children in the schools and} 
adults outside of them should be reminded incessantly that a lively sense of | 
individual responsibility is essential if the form of government they now | 
enjoy is to be preserved, and that the greater this recognition the more 
nearly perfect will administration become, 

Without a quickening sense of personal responsibility on the part of 
the people democracy is sooner or later doomed,

Something Quite Different 
Pedal-Cycle Promises To Become 
Very Popular In England 
As everyone knows, Britain is a 
land of cyclists and pedestrians and 
the number of people who take their 
regular exercise in both manners— 
and incidentally, see a great deal of 
their own beautiful country——must 

run into many thousands. 

But the pootler promises to sup- 
plant the cyclist if advance estimates 
of the sale of Wilfred Pootles are} 
accurate. 

For the information of the un- 
initiated, Wilfred Pootle is the name 
which the British cycle trade has| 
conferred upon the latest addition to 
the cycle family—a relatively inex-| 
pensive, light. and cheap-to-operate 
pedal-cycle which does as much as 
30 miles an hour and can do 40! 
miles on a gallon of gasoline. 

Wilfred is different. Even if some- 
thing docs happen to his mechanism 
he is not hard to push or to pedal, 
and he is so cheap to buy and is so} 
inexpensive to operate that he has 
made a great hit at the cycle shows. | 
Just think, one of Wilfred’s riders 
can pootle at will through the streets | 
or along the highways at a speed of | 
25 or 30 miles an hour, and the cost 
of such agreeable transportation is} 
not more than a farthing for two 
miles! 

Unless we are mistaken, Wilfred 
has a future, not only in Britain but | 
probably in North America as well. 
Although there are to be 35,000 
pootlers in the United Kingdom be- 
fore mid-summer, the manufacturers 
may yet have sufficient facilities to 
export a few Wilfreds to this coun- 
try, or, at least, to permit Canadian 
firms to manufacture Wilfreds under

Farm Placements 


Decrease Is Shown In Number Over 
Previous Year 


Improved conditions in Western 
Canada have produced a decided de- 
crease in the number of persons| 
placed under the government’s farm 
employment plan, said a statement} 
issued by Hon. Norman Rogers, min- 
ister of labor. 

Figures on farm placement up to 
Dec. ist show 9,467 persons——8 293 
men and 1,174 women-—were placed 
on fatms in Western Canada. Thede 
figures compared with 22,461 place- 
ments—-16,899 men and 5,572 women 
last year. 

By provinces placements thus far 
this winter under the farm plan are: 
Saskatchewan 5,036, Manitoba 2,223. 
Alberta 2,058 and British Columbia 
150.

The amount needed, Lord Boldwin 
explained, depended upon the success 
of efforts to remove people from Ger- 
many, and the extent of offers of set- 
tlement in different countries. 

He recalled that the calamity fell 
almost on the eve of Christmas, and 
asked: “How can we expect a happy 
Christmas for ourselves until we 
have done what lies in our power to 
help alleviate such suffering as we 
have not been called upon to bear?” 


Relief Costs Down 


Improvements In Prairie Provinces 
Due To Better Crops 

Ottawa. — Agriculture Minister J. 

G. Gardiner indicated Dominion gov- 


| ernment expenditures for rural re- 
jlief in the prairie provinces this 


year might not exceed $9,000,000. 


This compared with $26,000,000 as 


year ago. 

The improvement is due to better 
crops and a resulting decrease in the 
areas of total crop failure in which 
the Dominion pays 100 per cent. of 
relief costs. Practically all the out- 
lay this year will be in Saskatche- 
wan as little assistance will be re- 
quired by Manitoba and Alberta. 

In municipalities which have had 
an average wheat yield of less than 
five bushels an acre for successive 
years the Dominion assumes the 
whole cost of farm relief. In other 
areas with better average crops but 
still in need of relief, the costs are 
shared between the Dominion, the 
province and the municipality. 


Will Buy Wheat 
New Brunswick To Purchase 1,000 

Bushels Of Coronation For Seed 

Fredericton, N.B.—The New Bruns- 
wick department of ggriculture will 
purchase 1,000 bushels of Coronation 
seed wheat for resale to farmers of 
the province, Hon, A. C. Taylor, min- 
ister of agriculture, announced re- 
cently. 

He said the measure was made 
necessary by the poor local wheat 
crop this year and the fact none of 
the home grown product would have 
been available for seed. 

Coronation will be introduced into 
the province for the first time. The 
variety is highly resistant to leaf and 


/ stem rust and the expectation is that 


its introduction will prove a benefit to 
local growers, since loss from rust 
in recent years has heen high.

Canada Building Defences 


On East And 


West Coasts 


For Protection Of Nation 


Hon. Ian Mackenzie, minister of 
national defence, says Canada has a 
problem of national defence and the 
“historic barricades of water and ice 
no longer protect us.” 

In a speech carried over the na- 
tional network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation, the min- 
ister said advances in aeronautical 
acience had altered geography and 
annihilated distance. 

“Not long ago intrepid Russian 
fliers took off in the heart of Europe 
and flew across the Arctic wastes 
down through Canada to California 
without a stop. 

“A few days ago, two British 
‘planes flew from Egypt to Australia, 
a distance greater than that from a! 
point in the heart of Europe to 
Montreal and back again. The les- 
son is that an air fleet could start | 
from Europe, cross the sea, bomb! 
Canadian cities, and return home 
without landing. 

“I need not remind you that the 
world in which these changes in mili- 
tary science have taken place is also 
a very disturbed world. We have all! 
seen the growth of ruthless dictator- 
ships, rattling their swashbuckling 
sabres and clamoring for expansion. 
The pendulum has swung back and 
again as in her pioneer days, Canada 
has a problem of national defence.” 

Mr. Mackenzie said when parlia- 
ment voted more than $35,000 000 for | 
national defence at each of the past} 
two sessions, the beginning of the 
Dominion’s national defence system 
was launched. 

“We began with a series of for- 
tifications to guard our vital rail-| 
heads and shipping centres on the 
Pacific coast. With a system of ad-| 
vanced air bases, naval patrols and 
coast fortification works which will 
be virtually completed within a year, | 
Victoria, the key to our Pacific coast | 
defensive scheme, will be one of the! 
half-dozen best fortified places in the) 
world. 

“On the Atlantic coast the plan- 
ning has been done of an equally 
comprehensive scheme and the be- 
ginning has been made with naval) 
defence works at Halifax and a chain} 
of air stations across Nova Scotia.” | 

Priority was given the air force in| 
the defence setup because of the vast 
territory to be protected, the min- 
ister continued. 

“By next summer the Royal Cana- 
dian Air Force will have approxi- 
mately 80 first-line service aircraft, 
practically all of them made in Can- 
ada. The first of these was de- 
livered just a few weeks ago. 

‘It has taken time—we knew. it 
would—but it was considered to be 
the first essential of air defence that! 
we must be able to produce in Can- 
ada our own requirements of air- 
craft. In addition to these service! 
craft we have acquired 160 training} 
types for the permanent and non-| 
permanent forces.” 

“This work is Canadians’ ‘insur- 
ance policy” for the protection of| 
national life and Canada has not been) 
carrying enough defence insurance, | 
he continued. 

“Do you know that until a couple} 
of years ago, your premium was only 
about $1.25 a head a year. Even to-| 
day the annual per capita cost of our | 
defence program is only $3.17. In 
Australia the national defence pre- 
mium is $6.73 per capita. In the 
United States it is $7.57 and in Great 
Britain $27.21. The only countries 
doing less for their defences than 
Canada are a few minor central 
American republics.” 


Surrounded By Buildings 


Few People Know About Southwark 
Cathedral In London 

Southwark cathedral, said to be 
the finest example of Gothic archi-| 
tecture, after Westminster Abbey, in 
London, is “lost,” even though it 
stands just a few steps beyond Lon- 
don bridge. Buildings so hem it in} 
that few of the thousands who pass 
it daily realize that it is even there. 

Southwark is sometimes referred) 
to as “the Cathedral of Vicissitudes.’’| 
For about 70 years in Elizabethan! 
times its Lady chapel was rented to 
a baker, who did his baking in the 
chapel itself. Horses were once kept 
on the site of its old cloisters and it 
once served as a police court, It was 
made a cathedral in 1905.

Contribution To Agriculture 


Distinctive Honour Is Awarded To 
H. L. Seamans Of Lethbridge 


H. L. Seamans, Agricultural Scien- 
tist, in charge of the Dominion En- 
tomological Laboratory at Leth- 
bridge, Alberta, has been named the 
winner of the 1938 medal of the Pro- 
fessional Institute of the Civil Ser- 
vice of Canada. This medal is 
awarded annually for meritorious 
public service. In making the an- 
nouncement, J. C. Beauchamp, presi- 
dent of the Institute, said that the 
particular service rendered by Mr. 
Seamans and his associates at the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
Entomological Laboratory at Leth- 
bridge was their great contribution 
to western agriculture in discovering 
a@ means of controlling the pale west- 
ern cutworm. 

“It is regarded as probably the 
most important contribution to en- 
tomology in years and should reflect 
a benefit of millions of dollars to 
Canadian farmers and therefore to 
the public generally, if advantage is 
taken of the Lethbridge Laboratory 
method,” said Mr. Beauchamp. 

H. L. Seamans graduated from the 
University of Saskatchewan and the 
Montana State College. He is a 
native of Wairatosa, Wisconsin, and 
served during the Great War in the 
United States army from which he 
was demobolized in February, 1919. 
In 1921 he took charge of the Do- 
minion Entomological Laboratory at 
Lethbridge, in succession to E. H. 
Strickland, who joined the profes- 
sorial staff of the University of Al- 


| berta. 


Magnets For Tourists 


Canada’s National Parks Were Well) 
Patronized In 1938 

Canada's national parks apparently 
maintained their reputation as mag- 
nets for tourists in the season just 
ended. Although figures are not com- 
plete, most of the parks showed in- 
creased attendance over last year, 
the resources department reported. 

Travel in Alberta’s national parks 
recorded an increase of 22,000 over 
1937. The movement to Waterton 
Lakes national park “which adjoins 
Glacier national park in Montana, 
reached an all-time high with 84,605 
visitors, an increase of 25,585 over 
the previous season. Elk Island park, 
near Edmonton, showed a rapid in- 
crease in tourists. Jasper park also 
recorded a substantial increase. 

Construction work in progress on 
main automobile highway approaches 
to British Columbia’s national parks 
accounted for some decrease in tour- 
ist travel in those areas. The de- 
partment said this was a temporary 
condition and on completion of the 
work a sharp upward movement in 
travel is ¢xpected. 

Attendance at Prince Albert na- 
tional park in Saskatchewan and 
Riding Mountain national park in 
Manitoba exceeded all past records. 
Complete figures are not available.

“About the only wheat we grow is 
for feed,” Edwin Fife, 62, grandson 
of the original owner, said on a Tor- 
onto visit. “You'd soon farm your- 
self into the poor house if you tried 
to grow wheat as a cash crop at 55 
cents a bushel.”

Held By United States

During the past month cargoes of 
gold have been coming to United 
States ports in such numbers that 
United States monetary gold stocks 
have reached the colossal total of 14 
billions. This is actually a billion 
dollars more of gold than the United 
States had on hand three or four 
months ago, and it is 58 per cent. of 
all the monetary gold in all the rest 
of the world. It is 10 billions more 
than all the monetary gold (in old 
gold dollars) held by all the world, 
including the United States, before 
the World War. 

What good is it? With its 14 bil- 
lions of gold the United States has 
some 10,000000 people unemployed; 
some 20,000,000 living directly or in- 
directly on assistance by the Govern- 
ment. It is a fairly devastating an-

Brain Waves 


To Study Certain Type Of Epilepsy 
At McGill University 

Electrical “brain waves” that point 
the way to the sources of certain 
types of epilepsy will be studied at} 
@ new laboratory to be opened in 
McGill University’s Neurological In- 
stitute. 

Described as the only complete 
laboratory of its kind in the world, 
it will contain equipment for re- 
search and diagnosis in brain dis- 
orders through the new  electro- 
encephalographic process, which jots 
down the brain’s electrical impulses 
on @ chart like an ordinary graph. 

By studying the ups and downs of 
the graphs physicians will be able 
to detect the regions of the brain 
which give rise to certain cases of 
epileptic attacks. The diagnosis will 
be preliminary to surgical treatment 
in those cases that can be operated 
upon, 

Dr. H. H. Jasper, laboratory head, 
explained the electrical impulses are 
amplified many times before being 
put through a recorder that traces 
them out on the graph. 

“The brain always gives off elec- 
trical waves,” he said. “We have 
learned to recognize what the normal 
brain pattern is and when there is 
any deviation we can usually find its 
source.” 


Also to be undertaken is research 
to control the effect of drugs on the 
human brain. 

The addition to the institute was 
built with a $50,000 grant of the 
Rockefeller Foundation and with 
funds supplied by McGill.

"Addicts Ate lacreesing 


Charges That Japanese Are Sponsor- 
ing Narcotics Traffic In Nanking 
Charges that the Japanese are 

sponsoring the narcotics traffic in 

Nanking were made by Dr. M. 8. 

Bates, American educator connected 

with the University of Nanking, in a 

report supplied to the New York 

press. 

The report says 50,000 persons, 
one-eighth of the population of 
Nanking, are being slowly poisoned 
by heroin supplied by Japanese-con- 
trolled rings and that every month 
at least 5,000,000 Chinese dollars is 
being realized in the Nanking area 
by dope traffickers belonging to or 
allied with the Japanese Army. 

Dr. Bates based his report on per- 
sonal research, on observations of 
reliable friends, on statements of 
dealers in narcotics and on regula- 
tions of the Chinese puppet adminis- 
tration in Nanking. Dr. Bates, who 
is a Professor of History of high 
reputation, has made a number of 
other reports on Nanking conditions, 
including a statement on Japanese 
atrocities in Nanking last Decem- 
ber. 

His estimate of 50,000 including 
children, crippled by the heroin habit, 
does not include thousands more ad- 
dicted to opium and other narcotics. 
He said the strongest of the four 
trafficking organizations in Nanking 
was directed by the special service 
section of the Japanese Army. The 
puppet government was said to be 
profiting immensely. 

“There is abundant testimony that 
the major opium supplies come from 
Dairen through Shanghai,” the re- 
port continues.
